COLLINS 15 ACCUSED 
OF MURDERING NEGRO 


Assistant Superintendent at 
Healy Building Indicted by 
Grand Jury 


Clarence Collins, an assistant super- 
intendent of construction at the Healy 


Maddox was struck on the head with 
a piece of iron piping on October 8, and 
lingered unconscious in the Grady hos- 
pital for eight days and died without 
revealing the identity of the man who 
struck him. The killing occurred at 
the Healey building and has been 
shrouded in mystery. 

Detectives Coker and Garner, who 
have been working on the case since the 
unconscious negro was found, finally 
arested Mr. Collins, who, they alleged, 
had some trouble with the negro about 
the work. 

Collins will make no statement and 
the case against him is said to be purely 
circumstantial. 

This is the first time a white man 
has been charged with the murder of a 
negro in this county in several years. 

The grand jury first took up the case 
on last Tuesday, but did not act upon 
it that time, because is desired to hear 
from other witnesses, who appeared Fri- 
day. It is probably that Collins will 
make application to the superior court 
for bail.

A young man writes me that he is afraid of thun-. 
derstorms, and asks iff there is no way for him to 
overcome this weakness. “I am normal in every other 
respect,” he adds, “but notwithstanding my endeavors 
to fight off this neryousness I fnd it to be of no avail; 
it appears to bea sort of subconscious fear.” 

_ This“is not a matter of ridicule, but a sample of 
Very real and acute suffering to which many persons 
are subject by fear-panics due to various causes.

So dding you are addressing their 
reason, while the trouble lies not in their intelligence, 
it isa ‘nervous disease.

"To determine the cause of these fear-obsessions is 
a business for the psychologist. They seem to have 
nothing to do with the mind or the will, but to be, 
as my correspondent suggests, rooted somewhere in 
the subconsciousness. 

"That these weaknesses can be entirely eradicated 
in a gtown person is doubtful. It is about as difficult 
to uproot an ingrained fear as to get rid of a distaste 
for mutton. Certain strong natures can perhaps cure 
themselves, but the average man has to accommo- 
(date himself to his weakness and resist it the best 
he can. 

But the cruel part of this whole matter is that 
almost all of these fears are TAUGHT US WHEN WE 
ARE CHILDREN. Many a child’s mind is deliberately 
poisoned by fear-suggestions that are to plague him 
his life long. 

Whoever threatens a child, or frightens a child by 
the fear of thunder or lightning or the dark or ghosts 
or the bad man or death or hell or a vindictive Deity, 
should be flogged. 

Many a delicate child has been more horribly tor- 
mented by suggested fears than he could ever have 
been hurt by corporal punishment. 

‘The most deply moral lesson any mother can instill 
into her child is that he be UNAFRAID—of anything 
in Mfe or death. And whoso teaches a child a fear 
has made an incurable wound in his soul.

The canner has much mere than that to think 
about. 


A spoiled package of goods injures him jn 
more ways than one. If the defect 1s discovered be. 
fore the package leaves the factory, it is a simple 
money loss. If it is discovered in the grocery store 
it is a money less and an injury to trade reputation. 
If it goes om and is not discovered until it reaches 
the family kitchen, then it is a compound injury tq. 
volving money loss, injured trade reputation and jg- 
jured general reputation, the last the worst of all, 
eee 

As if this were not enough, the canners must ever 
fear the cireulation of stories of canned food poisog. 
ing, not one in a hundred of which is founded on fag, 
but which, unfortunately, the wilder and more improba. 
ble they may be, cause the greater injury. For qn. 
stance, if several persons who have attended a wed. 
ding reception should become ill and news; 
should print, honestly enough, that the physicians sus. 
pected the illness originated in canned shrimp, then 
for several weeks there will be a falling off in the 
consumption of canned gods in that community, 

eee 

To cite a concrete case: A short time ago, follow. 
ing a wedding reception in a suburb of Philadelphia, 
twenty-two of the forty-one persons present at the re 
ception were taken ill, A story was circulated, al. 
though perhaps it did not reach the newspapers, that 
the illness was caused by eating eanned goods, 

eee 

But in a few days it developed that the twenty- 
two pergons were suffering from typhoid fever, and 
experts from the federal public health service were 
detailed to investigate the outbreak. A careful inves- 
tigation was made of all of the things eaten and 
drunk by the guésts at the reception. Among the va- 
rious things served were watercress sandwiches. Only 
twenty-three guests had eaten these, and of these 
twenty-three twenty-two had contracted typhold fever 
and the other guest was immune because he had hal 
the disease oply ‘a few years before. And yet, this 
was,at first charged to canned shrimps. 

ot ee 

The National Canners' aSsociation makes it a point 
religiously to investigate every story of ptomaine 
poisoning caused by eating canned goods and, as has 
been said, im nine cases out of ten the tales turn out 
to be baseless, There is much more danger in eating 
green vegetables uncooked, or that have been improp- 
erly washed, than tn almost any other kind of food 
Yet the public generally has no instinctive fear of 
such products. 

All this merely to show that the canners have the 
greatest possible interest in putting out goods ‘ha’ 
are well preserved. At this point it is impossible to 
ignore the great controversy raging in the preserved 
food world concerning the use of chemical preserva: 
tives. Undoubtedly, the weight of scientific opinion 
is on the side of those packers who protest that the 
use of small quantities of preservatives, such as the 
familiar 1-10 of 1 per cent of benzoate of sod=. is not 
physiologically harmful; that is, that this small quan- 
tity of the chemical of itself will not harm the per 
son who eats of the product containing it. 

eee 

On the other hand, the preponderance of expert 
opinion indicates that such preservatives should be 
used, if at all, only under the most stringent regula 
tory provisions, since by their use food not otherwise 
fit for human consumption may be preserved Wei 
every external appearance of freshness and whole 
someness, 


Leaving aside this controversy, and also leaving 
out of the equation those irresponsible packers who 
from time to time set up fly-by-night concerns that 
soon are killed by their own cupidity, 1t remains » 
fact that the average canning factory, a member of 
the national association, is availing itself of the best 
and most modern methods that can be devised by prac- 
tical experts, bacteriologists and chemical engineers. 

eee 

The packers, knowing that their goods must be 
sterilized, and that in non-acid products double sterili- 
zation must be employed to kill, first the bacteria, and 
second the spores of spore-bearing organisms, subject 
all their products to a rigid laboratory test before 
sending them out in the trade. A test room is main- 
tained, into which from each cooking a few cans ate 
taken, carefully marked, and kept for about five days, 
in which time any unkilled organism will have had 
time to develop. The cans are then examined, both 
physically and microscopically, if anything abnormal 
is found, the corresponding batch, which will stil! 
be in good condition, is located in the warehouse ant 
the goods are destroyed or subjected to retreatment. 
depending on their condition and the cause of the 
trouble. = 

This test room is maintained at a constant tem: 
perature of blood heat, a temperature which gives tht 
micro-organisms the best opportunity for development 
but which, of course, makes thelr growth much more 
rapid than in the normal temperature of a storage 
room. 

By testing finished products in this way, many i 
regularities have been found and, by arriving at the 
cause of all cases of spoilage, many improvements 
have been devised in methods of sterilizing. Thus, i» 
some factories it has been found that the cans had 
been put in but never cooked, or else they wére taken 
out before they had cooked long enough. To overcomt 
this, stop-clocks—most of them automatic—have been 
attached to the cooking retorts and these clocks auto 
matically turn on and shut off the cooking steam at 
the proper time. In other cases, where only @ part 
of a package of cans was spoiled, it was found that 
he temperature was uneven, and this required th? 
designing of a new system of steam regulation and 
circulation. 


eee 


But even when the goods stand all these tests # 
the factories.and go out, they are not safe. There #* 
the danger from “leaks” and “swells.” If the leak 
large enough to be seen with the eye, there is nf 
difficulty. “But sometimes a leak. will be so minutt 
that it will admit a little bit of air and with it an or 
‘ganism which will set up putrefaction. Then the lesk 
will be closed from the inside, gases will be formed 
and the can will swell. 

If in the case of non-acid foods the swelling in tht 
can has been caused by the déyelopment of spores, th 
conclusion must be reached that the can was not suf 
ficiently sterilized in the beginning. On the othef 
hand. if lactic acid bacteria, the cause of ferment 
tion, are discovered, then the conclusion is inevitablt 
that the can has leaked. 

To avoid these leaks, which are > source of muc 
trouble, the most careful tests are made of the sheet® 
of tin, in the first place, and of the finished cans. Im 
provements in soldering devices and in the compos 
tion of the solder used are continually being made 

eee 

Many minute leaks are caused by rust, the rust 
originating in the paste with which the label was 4 
tached to the can. This trouble has been largely eli” 
inated by the invention of a kind of paste that will 
ngt cause rust. Still the cans may be stored. efther 
in the grocery store or In the home, in a damp plset 
where they will rust and leaks be caused thereby. Pre 
vention of spoiled goods originating by the lack of 
care of the goods after they reach the consume 
seems to be quite beyond the packer’s power! Fer 
their own protection consumers should store all 
foods in a ary place of even temperature, with £00 
air circulation around and underneath the pile 
foods are generally, regarded as non-perishable aaf 
thus are often put into a shed or a damp cellar not fit 
for anything else. The result is discolored labelt 
rusted cans and often pinhole leaks which result ® 
spoiling the food. Freezing does not actually chans?
